‘Tips to 
the Novice’

It seems to have been a long time since 
this writer promised an article on the 
Siamese Cat. Up until this time I have 
not done so for I felt there were so many 
good books, written by some very famous 
that covered all aspects ot the 
Siamese. However, many letters 
come to me asking my opinion and an 
account of their breeding and care. There- 
fore, in my own words the following is an 
honest opinion of why I like the Siamese 
Cat 

What is there about Siamese cats that 
endears them to the hearts of so many? To 
me it’s the distinctive and exotic look that 
makes them so striking in appearance, and 
their many qualifications that invite you 
to love them. They are inquisitive by na- 
ture and love to delve into things with an 
ardor bordering on the mischievous. They 
will keep you constantly amused by their 
imaginary seeking of prey. Their love for 
getting into things may be exasperating at 
times but you just have to love them for 
it can he 

Phe their lithe, 
sleek, sure-footedness, is a study in rhythm 
and their ability to climb and jump with 
adeptness and perfect balance prevents 
injured. We find our- 
selves, wishing at times, that they couldn't

Their ability to maintain a running, con- 
versation will always keep you entertained 
Yes, they love to talk and will do their 
best to talk with you. If you will but take 
the time to understand the various tonal 
expressions of their voices you will almost 
be able to fully understand what they are 
trying to tell you. There will be some peo- 
ple who will be annoyed with all this talk- 
ing, but to those who really know the 
Siamese, this is one of their more pleasant 
attributes. 

They are great ones, especially the kit- 
tens, for joining in games. They love to 
after things which you may 
about, and believe it or not, many of them 
will return the toy for you to toss again. 
In this type of play they will tire you out 
before they become weary.

The way they can sit and look at you as 
if studying your every move makes you 
sometimes wonder what goes through 
those little minds of theirs. At times they 
can appear so sphinx-like and at other 
times can seem so concerned about you. 
They can very well adapt themselves to 
your mood, being gay when you are and 
sympathetic if blue. 

They are intelligent animals and many 
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owners will speak for hours on end about 
the various exploits and the many near- 
human things that they do. Yes, they are 
easily trained in many ways because of 
this natural aptitude. 

Some of you ask: what should a good 
Siamese really look like? Well, let’s take 
into consideration the qualifications of a 
show cat. Show cats are considered to be 
the ultimate in a fine cat with all breed- 
ers endeavoring to produce the perie ct cat 
Each of us tries with all the knowledge 
we can obtain to come up with a cat that 
will bring to us the ribbons and honors oi 
a winner. So, to earn such a reward, you 
must have the following qualifications or, 
come as close as you can to the standards 
as set up through the years by the breed 
ers before us. Through their constant 
efforts to improve the cats of their day 
they have brought the Siamese to the 
present-day beauty. 

All Siamese regardless of color, should 
have a body medium in size, dainty, long 
and svelte, with the males being large 
than the females. The neck should be long 
and slender. Legs should all be propor 
tionately slim with the hind legs slightly 
higher than the front legs. The feet should 
be small and oval in shape. The tail long 
and tapering with no visible kinks. 

The head should be long and should 
taper in straight lines from the ears to a 
narrow muzzle, with no breaks at the 
whiskers. The receding chin caused by th 
failure of the upper and lower teeth to 
meet in a straight line is a serious fault 
The skull is to be flat, and the nose is t 
be a continuation of the forehead with no 
break. In profile a straight line is seer 
from the center of the forehead to the ti: 
of the nose. Allowance is to be made for 
the heavier jowls of a stud cat 
should be large—wide at the 
tapering to the tip. 

The eyes should be almond-shaped slant 
ing towards the true Oriental 
fashion, they should not have the appear 
ance of being cross-eyed. They should be 
clear and of a deep, vivid blue color for 
the Seal Points with a lighter shade for 
the other colored points. 

We all know that there are distinct col 
ors on the body of the Siamese cat, and 
these are called the points. These points 
which are darker or more defined than 
the rest of the body are the mask, ears, 
legs, feet and tail. By mask, it is meant 
that portion of the face and forehead that 
has the distinct color. This darker portion 
of the mask should be connected by trac 
ings of the same color with the ears. Ot 
course there is an exception with kittens 
for the coloring has not as yet reached its 
full saturation. 

The coat, or fur should be fine in tex- 
ture, glossy, and lying close to the body. 

Siamese should have a good physical 
condition, inclined to be muscular without 
a flabby appearance from fat. They should 
give an appearance of sleekness with a 
streamlined look.

Some of the more undesirable features of 
Siamese regardless of color are round 
eaded, flat, thick-set specimens. There 
should be no semblance of a hood (a con 
tinuation or an extension of the potnt 
loring over the top of the head, around 
he sides of the head, and under the throat 
The mask instead of fading away grad- 
ually at the throat, makes a distinct change 
color so it would appear that a hood 
as tied around the head. Tracings to the 
ears are lost as the mask continues up 
between the ears.) Rough or shaggy coats 
Odd eye color; grey or yellowish tinge 
th eves ; crossed eves Belly and hip 
spots.

Beside these colors there is another

and this one is called the Red Point. Some 
day in the not too distant future this color 
may be recognized by all the associations 
Personally | would like to see other col 
ors bred such as black points or cream 
points. This would add to the number of 
show classes, and thereby increase the pos- 
sibilities of winning. You see there are so 
few colors and so many Siamese that it 
makes it very difficult to win. There are 
times when there are as many as twenty 
of the same color competing in one color 
class. Only one can win so, the more col 
ors the better chance more cats will have. 

What about breeding ? Breeding for the 
perfect Siamese is the same as for any 
other breed. You must have a thorough 
knowledge of what you wish to attain and 
breed for it. Study the faults as well as 
the good points of your cats and strive to 
better the situation. It is imperative that 
you constantly try to improve your stock 
for as I said before, the competition is tre 
mendous. For those of you who are just 
starting out in the breeding of Siamese | 
iffer you the following suggestions 

First, determine the color of Siamese 
you wish to specialize in. Buy the best you 
can afford in that color and do not buy 
one of one color and another of some other 
color. My reason for telling you this is, 
kittens from a mixed color mating will 
vary as to color. Let’s consider you a mate 
Seal Point with a Blue Point. Some of 
the kittens will be Seal Points, some will 
be Blue Points and some will be one color 
and carry genes of the other color. Now, 
color breeding has been going on for years 
and years and it won't be necessary for 
you to attempt this long drawn out method 
to obtain results. Other breeders have 
ulready done this for you and there are so 
many available that it is not necessary for 
you to begin all over. So, if you want Seal 
Points buy two of them and when the kits 
arrive they will be Seal Points. The same 
thing applies to any of the colors, just re- 
member to buy them in pairs, and do not 
mix them 

Another thing to remember in breeding 
is—Siamese kittens are all born white and 
the change to true coloring comes gradu- 
ally. Then too, not every kitten is going 
to be a world beater. No mam, the perfect 
Siamese is rare and if you get one or two 
good ones a year that meet all the stand 
ards you are indeed a lucky person. Many 
will come very close and there will be 
many others that won't. This is what 
makes breeding so interesting, waiting for 
that kitten of your dreams 

In regard to being 4 Midwife To Your 
Cat refer to my article on this, for Siamese 
are the same as any other cat in the birth 
of kittens. You should also consult my 
articles Care of Kittens from Birth to 
Weaning and Care of Kittens After 
H’caning. These articles will also cover 
the care of the Siamese kittens with one 
exception and that is—use special care to 
keep the Siamese kittens warm while very 
young.

There will never be a forseeable time 
when cat lovers can relax in their fight for 
all felines. A survey of the 1956-1957 out- 
look calls for a special alert more so 
than for any period in many years. The 
tortures of the middle age Christian church 
and the witch burnings have changed in 
mode only, without too much alteration in 
the amount of suffering of the cats. Cat 
lovers dare express themselves without 
prejudice today and there are more folks 
who either like or tolerate cats, but the 
predominant atmosphere still rage 


s from 
indifference to bitter, unreasoning hatred 
The cat still walks by its own lone self 
and Kipling was right that “three proper 
men out of five will always throw things 
at a Cat whenever they meet him.” Do you 
know a law that protects the cat? I be 
lieve that finally we are forming the basis 
of the Cats Bill of Rights in the veto mes 
sages of two governors (one a Republican 
and one a Democrat) to laws passed to 
hamstring “marauding cats.” Of course if 
the cat has no laws to protect it, neither 
has an enforceable licensing law been 
passed. So, it is the delightful and unend 
ing job of those who like cats, under the 
inspiration of those of us who love them, 
to protect their interests. When we can get 
cat and dog lovers in Animal Birth Con 
trol as a major humanitarian program 
(and here the fight is on), the biggest step 
in centuries will have been made, and the 
later protective advances will be easier. 
Do I exaggerate on the overall majority 
attitude of the American public (and of 
the world as well) towards cats? How 
about the California ministerial student 
who in 1955 soaked a cat in gasoline, set 
fire to it and set it loose in the girls’ 
dormitory of his Pasadena religious col 
lege as a joke on the coeds? The judge 
let him off with a reprimand; his college 
faculty and president condoned this young 
divinity student without punitive action 
And the public? One in several hundred 
thousand wrote in protest; a large numbet 
of others deplored the matter for a few 
seconds ; to the great majority it was just 
another newspaper thrill for a few days 
Isolated case? Not if you keep in touch 
with trends. Let’s come to the spring of 
1956. Bert Fireman, columnist of | the 
Phoenix (Arizona) Gazette in April, 1956 
has the story of what he rightly calls a 
“Horrid Example.” You should read it 
all—here’s a paragraph: “It has happened 
in a good middle class Phoenix neighbor- 
hood. That will do for identity. Good peo 
ple live on the streets around here. They 
have the kind of problems and lives com- 
mon to good people. They have friends, 
good times, debts, children, petty quarrels 
and pets. Most have dogs, many have cats. 
\ few cats went wandering on moon- 
light nights, and, being cats, howled a 
little. . . . They learned that a neighbor 


was baiting traps with fish in his back 
yard. Some he took to the pound to be 
destroyed. Others—well, he just laughed 
when the lady asked about her cat. He de- 
nied nothing. He said he will continue to 
catch and kill every cat that comes near. 
There is no law that can stop him, he 
says, as long as they intrude upon his 
property. Lawyers have verified his legal 
rights. My correspondents say he is active 
as a Boy Scout leader and in good standing 
in his church. Will either of these groups 
take note and remind him that Jesus was 
sorrowful at the sparrow’s fall and that 
the Boy Scout is taught to be kind? 

You can multiply these data by yester- 
day or tomorrow in daily happenings. We 
are a minority and any relaxation on the 
part of a single cat lover means harm and 
hurt to All Cats. If Governors Stevenson 
and MeKeldon have established the basis 
for The Cats’ Bill of Rights, it is up to 
us to write the constitution to their pro- 
logut 

We have already launched National Cat 
Week—Nov. 1-7. Lynn Hamilton’s lovely 
seal is now ready in attractive format. In 
1955, Rollin L. Cable and his hard-work 
ing wife, Sarah, did an astounding job for 
NCW—cleared up the former deficit and 
made a bit of clearing. We had wonderful 
national publicity in 1955, too. Both in 
the only 


sales of the seals income—at $1 
per hundred (and we all can buy several 
hundred this year) and in publicity we ex- 
pect 1956 to be the greatest in our history 
It will build up the sentiment for all cat 
lovers. In the past few years it has been 
heartening to find so many leaders in the 
Fancy and Cat Clubs from coast to coast 
have joined with “just cat lovers”. The 
CAT is man’s most intelligent Friend and 
the greatest friend in fur. Let’s be worthy 
of their love. When cat lovers close ranks 
we shall write the Cats Bill of Rights 

and 1957 will see some titanic contests for 
their rights—and ours. Love and Joy!

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WHAT ARE THE 
CAT’S NINE LIVES? 


by Ida M. Mellen 


Most cat owners would answer the 
question, What are the cat's nine lives 
by saying they are nine escapes from 
death. The animal has the good luck to 
survive so far, but when the tenth sucl 
danger occurs, it loses its life. Not so the 
late Sir J. Arthur Thomson, who was 
Professor of Natural History at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen for over thirty years 
In his thought-provoking book, Riddles 
of Sctence (1932), he devotes an entire 
chapter to this subject, in which he ex 
presses the opinion that a cat has more 
than nine lives. The ability to escape 
death as he sees it, depends upon the 
possession of sonie unusual faculty; but 
though he sets out to name nine faculties 
he can proceed no farther than seven! 

The aim ot his book, he says, is “to 
foster the inquisitive spirit”, and he him- 
self exhibits such a spirit in the matter of 
the cat’s nine lives by treating it from a 
fresh point of view. He lists these seven 
of the supposed nine life-saving faculties : 


The first is that the cat always falls 
on its feet, as a result of the ancestral 
habit of climbing trees. “In the course 
of ages those cats that did not fall on 
their feet have been eliminated.” Thx 
balancing or righting power, as we all 
know, is associated in back-boned ani 
mals with the semi-circular canals of 
the ear. 


The cat's second life resides in its 
whiskers, highly developed and very 
useful when the animal touches some 
thing in the dark. 


The third life is in the sense of smell 
Sir Arthur does not explain this, but we 
have all noticed that a male cat can 
scent another male from a distance of 
many feet and no doubt can detect an 
approaching enemy in the same manner. 


The fourth life is in the sense of 
hearing. What a cat recognizes, how 
ever, Sir Arthur believes, are differ- 
ences in intensity, not in tone or pitch. 

The cat’s fifth life is in its power of 
seeing in near-darkness. 

The sixth life resides in the cat’s 
capacity for homing or for orientation 
from a distance. “In the wild, it would 
never do not to be able to return to 
the den, especially when there are 
young ones to be fed.” 


Its seventh life consists in the ability 
to make its hair stand on end, thus 
taking on an apparently larger size
